Admiral Seymour's force is about 10 


miles from Tien Tsin. It is surrounded 
by Ciiir.es« troops and Boxers ami 
hampered by the presence of sick astl 
wounded. It is reported that all for- 
eigners were sent from Peking with a 
•weak Chinese guard, and it is assumed 
that they are with Admiral Seymour. 


Th& unrest at Canton is thus .de- 


scribed by a dispatch froni that city: 
"It is feared that we are on the eve 
t>f a scene of bloodshed and anarchy 
in tha two Quangs only paralleled dur- 
ing the Tai Ping rebellion. The signs 
of a murderous uprising are so mani- 
fest that wealthy Chiness are hurrying 
from Canton a.nd vicinity, taking their 
•Wives, families and valuables. 


"Li Bung Chang has again been pe- 


remptorily ordered to Peking. Hla 
enemies declare that they will murder 
him before he can reach there. His 
presence alone restrains the revolu- 
tionary elements here. The viceroy 
himself trusts the Americans in this 
erfsis. He says'that they alone want 
no territory, and he places timseU 
largely, almost unreservedly, in their 
hands. The Canton population reaches 
2.000,000, ill addition to 250,000 living 
on junks and eampaas (flat bottom 
river boats). Most of these people are 
disaffected."

London, Juae 27.—The -war office has j 


received the following dispatch from 
Lord Roberts, dated at Pretoria: "Sir 
Charles Warren reports tha-t tlis re- 
bellion, in Cape Colony, north of the 
Orange river, is now over. The last 
formidable body, under Commandant j 
Deviliiers, surrendered on June 20, 
consisting of about 220 men, 2SO horses, 
IS wagons. 200 rifles and 100,000 rounds 
of ammunition. General Baden-Pow- 
ell reports that pacification is going on 
satisfactorily ia the Rustenuerg dis- 
trict." 


The Boer commandoes in the eastern 


part of. the Orange River Colony ap- 
pear to bs broken up by their leaders 
for the time ia small parties that 
harass large columns of the British 
incessantly cutting off scouts, sniping 
pickets, making a show of force here 
and there and bewildering the slow- 
moving l.'Ouies. Commandant Christian 
Dewot. General Steyn's principal com- 
mander, is the genius of these guerrilla 
operations.

Mr. Abbott is desirous of 
organizing a similar coinmirtee in the 
District to co-operate with the one iu 
New Tork. air.

"The cause of the famine in India." 


said the speaker, "is traceable directly 
to the hick of rain there. The rains in 
that country come irregularly. 
The 


raoasoon winds blow in from the sea, 
and as these breezes strike the inouii- 
tains the moisture is precipitated ovc 
India. This continues as .a.'general 
rule for about four months. WSien tbe 
rain comes, the farmer sows liis seed, 
and by October the crops are ready for 
harvesting. Seed is again sown, and In 
January t.be second crop is harvested. 
The entire people of India, simple in 
their habits and fare, are thus enabled 
to live on the fruit of tbe soil. Then 
conies a drought 
Famines have al- 


ways existed lu India, and this is no 
new tiiiu;:. Last year the rain failed. 
A large part of the people are farmers, 
and when these men fail the laborer 
must also fail, as the latter class Is 
dependent upon tile farmer for sus- 
tenance. 


"Why, nanny people will aslz. is the 


call for money' rather than for food? 
The reason is this: As soon as it was 
known, by reason of the rain failure, 
that a famine was imminent .the grain 
merchants made arrangements to im- 
port the cheap grain that tbe people 
eat from other parts of India and from 
other countries. A flood of grain came 
into the laud, and the people are buy- 
ing nothing else.

become victims of the famine.

tives of tlse Philippine. 


At the time of the call for volunteers 


to fill up the volunteer army for I'hil- 
ippine service a large number enlisted 
from southern Illinois, especially ia tbe 
Fortieth regiment. Uecontly Lieutea.ittt 
O. P. Uoliuisca, !a a letter to relatives 
at Carbondale. Ills., vividly describes 
tb-s country ao<S the inhabitants in 
corthern Mindanao, where the regi- 
ment has soen mucb service. 


"The Jloros of tbo country immedi- 


ately surrounding Iligan, where our 
battalion is quartered," •writes the lieu-

They 
are very ponceable and hold their 
•tsanggin,' or market, festival in Iligan 
and on the shores of the little river 
which flows by the town. The Moroa 
who visited the 'tiauggin' today are 
much the same in appearance- and 


an income of CO ceuts per month per dress as the Indians of the States. 
capita, they would not have succmub- 
ed to the famine. But millions of the 
people do not have anything. Al- 
though there is 'grain in the laud and 
its price is only double what it is or- 
dinarily in good times, tbe people can- 
not get the 2 cents a day necessary to 
pure-base tbe amount of grain tor sus- 
tenance. 
Thus these millions are at 


the point of death. 
Sis: millions of 


people are being cared for daily by 
the Indian government. There is no j 
one to feive them money biit toe gov- 
ernment and inissioaaries, the latter 
of -n-hom are relieving immense dis- 
tress. 


"The government has great relief 


camps where those able to work are 
paid according to the expense and 
the price of grain. That money or 
work and money are given is an Impor- 
tant feature. It prevents the demorali- 
zation of the people. Tbe government 
of Inaia is keeping its promise. Every 
man, -woman and child who comes to 
the relief camps Is cared for. 
The 


reason why so many are starving is 
that the people living in homes have 
ao desire to leave them and go to tbe 
relief .camp, and they do not start un- 
til it is too late. 


"Sometimes it is ignorance, and they 


do not know of the camps. 
Others 


have a. sense of pride and will not ac- 
cept alms from the government until 
the last.minute, and then it is too late, 
and tbe food tbey partake of kills them, 
for their powers of digestion are gone. 
The vernacular press of India—and it 
s as free as the press of the United 
States—speaks In the highest terms of 
Jralse of the government in its eCorts 
:o save lives.

TRIBUTE TO MURAVJEFF. 


K«««in» Count Enloerlicd by 


a Diplomat In New York. 


A diplomat lu New York thus recent- 


ly eulogized tUe late Gount Michael 
Muravitnt, whas« Btrange death is at- 
iribuiod in London aud in diplomatic 
circles to poison, just as the death of 
his predecessor us Russian minister of 
foreign affairs, rriucc 'Alexander Lo- 
Ijaiiofi, who died suddenly on Aug. 30, 
1S9G. was attributed to poison, says the 
New York World- It was officially an- 
nounced that heart disease was fatal 
to Lobaaoff. 


TJie diplomat says: "He knew Paris 


and Berlin, having resided in those 
cities as secretary and councilor of em- 
bassy. He was considered a strong 
friend of peace, perfectly correct as a 
diplomatist, very well disposed-toward 
Austria-Hungary, possibly alivo to Ger- 
many, littip inclined to flirt witii Eng- 
land siud especially and absolutely in- 
clined to cultivate the Franco-Russian 
•entente cordiale." 


Poisoners would hate such a man. 


Muravleffi was but 55 rears old, of a 
family distinjruished in Russian offi- 
cial mid military liistory. By tUt> czar's 
orders he brought about the peace con- 
ference at The Hague last year. He 
entered the diplomatic service in 1SG4, 
'iis iirst post being at Berlin. 


Lau-r ':« ivas'statioued at Stockholm 


and Stuttgart. In 1874 he was appoint- 
ed sicresary of legation to Thu Hague, 
wlwre bf remained for some time, 
passing on to Paris in 1SSO. He served 
la the FreueU capita! for four years. 
In ISt'S ho was promoted to be Russian 
minister to Denmark, and it was !n 
Copt'uhsg'.'n that he attracted the fa- 
vorable attention of the 'dowager Bus- 
Riiin empress, formerly the Princess 
Dagiuar.
